Herald's Yaquioa special says ; Yester- 
day afternoon a boat went ashore from 
the sealing echooker Oscar and Hattie, 
lying three milea off tbe coaet. Tbe 


- boat contained Captain Gault and four 
men — Lome, Whitney, McDonald and 
Ralph Starlett. 


At 10 o'clock last night a voice was 


heard by some one aboard the vessel and 
a search being made a man was discov- 
ered clinging on tbe bottom of an over- 
turned boat. It proved to bo -Ralph 
Starlett, who bad baea clinging to tbe 
boat four or five hours, and when found 
was in an exhausted condition. From 
him it was learned that in going through 
the surf at the mouth of Sileta river the 
boat was upset and he was the only ono 
saved. The remainder of the party were 
helped on the boat by Starlett, who is a 


ood swimmer. At different times be 
warn out to them and brought them in 
be boat, They failed to keep thoir hold 
and were washed off and drowned. The 
boat was washed gradually out toward 
tbe schooner, but as the evening was 
oggy he could not be seen. There is no 
hope of finding the bodies. Mate Fetera 
took the vessel to the mouth of Yaqnina 
bay where the tug Bustler towed her 
in. She lies in tbe harbor, between 
Yaquina nod Newport, awaiting inuttuc- 
tionB from her owner at Victoria.

mon adnlterantB used in the manufac- 
ture of halting powders. 
The govern- 


ment report ahowa that a large percent- 
age of the baking powders on tbe mar- 
ket contain either one or the other, or 
both these parmcioua drags. 


What woman wonld nse an ammonia 


or alam baking powder .if she know it? 
Such powders -not only undermine the 
health, but ammonia gives to the com- 
plexion a sallow or blotched appearance. 
The presence of ammonia, o.r, alum in a 
baking powder, however, can easily be 
detected. 


To DETECT AMMONIA.— Mix one heaping 


tea*:poonf.n] of baking powder with one 
teaapoonful of wafer in a tin cap; boil 
thoroughly for a few moments, etir to 
prevent burning, and if ammonia IB 
present you can smell it in the rising 
Bteam. Or, place a can of the suspected 
powder top down on a hot stove for a 
minute or two, then take off tbe cover 
nnd em ell. 


To DETECT /*,ost.— Alnm powder .can 


URcmlly bo detected by putting a rooplo 
of teaeponfuls of tho powder in a glass ol 
cold water. If no effervescence, that is 
bubbling or simmering takes place, con- 
demn tho powder and return it at once.

It IB Hoped Russia Will Mitigate 


the Decree Lately

WASHINGTON, February 17.— Tbo aub- 


committee to whom the foreign affairs 
committee referred the several RnBsian- 
Hebrew resolutions, introduced in the 
iiouae, have reached an agreement upon 
ihe following resolution to be reported : 


Besolvcd, That the American people, 


through their senators and repreeeiita- 
iives in congress assembled, do hereby 
express sympathy , for 
the 
Kaeeian 


Hebrews and their depressed condition 
find hope that tbe government of Russia, 
a power with which the government of 
tho United States has always been on 
onus of amity and good will, will miti- 
;ato ae far as possible the decrees lately 
SBued respecting them, and the Presi- 
dent is requested to use hia good offices 
to induce tbe government of Russia to 
mitigate said decrees. 


CONGRESSIONAL,. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, February 17.— Immedi- 


ately after the reading of the journal, 
Sherman, from tbe committee on foreign 
relations, reported back favorably the 
joint resolution, requesting tho Presi- 
dent to -return to Mexico twenty-one 
jattle flaga now in the muaevmi of the 
United States Military academy, which 
were captured by the army of the United 
Jtatoa daring the late war with Mexico. 
Passed. 


Sherman aleo reported buck, adversely, 


the resolution requesting the committee 
on foreign relations to inquire as to the 
practicability of the acquisition of cer- 
;ain portions of Mexico and it was In- 
definitely postponed. 


Merrill, from the finance committee, 


reported B bill directing the secretary of 
the treasury to admit free of duty 
wreckage from tho ehipa Trenton and 
Vandalia, presented by tho 
United 


•States government to the king of Samoa, 
and to refund $7128, being the nmount of 
duties paid therein to the collector at 
3«n Francisco. Passed. 


Bills of the calendar wore then taken 


up and acted on. One of tlie bills con- 
templates appropriating $100,000 for a 
public building nt Boise City, Idaho, 
llecom milted. 


Tho bill for the public building at 


Helena, Mont., was recommitted. 


Tho bill lor tho payment to William 


B. Wheaton, ex-register, and Ubarloa 
Chamberlain, 'ox receiver ot tho bond 
offlco at Sim Francisco ior $3800; a por- 
tion of tho amount deposited by thorn in 
tbe treasury as fees for testimony taken 
by clnrkn, paid by themselves was pawed. 


The Idaho contested election case was 


then taken up nnd dray addreosod the 
senate in support of the views of the 
minority of tno committee ou clcctiona 
that Ola^gett, not Dubols, was entitled 
to tho sent. 
clary committee today heard further 
argument upon the pending Wa-hbum 
anti-option bill. Alfred Homer ot tho 
New York produce exchange, Charles 
Ilamill and Thomas A Wright of the 
Chicago board of trade, and William 
Oudahy, a Chicago pork packer, argued 
in opposition to tho bill. 


The senate committee on . interstate 


commerce listened this morning to an 
argument by Richard Oluy of tho Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Qulncy road on tbe 
measure before tho committee known as 
tbe procedure bill, which contemplates a 
definition of the method of procedure in 
hearing railroad casoB before tho inter- 
state commerce commission. He held 
that tho measure was unconstitutional 
and should not be enacted. 


George Crocker of Boston spoko in 


favor of tbe cur-coupler bill now before 
the committee. 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, February 17. — The bouse 


committee ou territories gavo a 'hearing 
this morning to the opponents of the 
proposed legislation to give local govern- 
ment to Utah territory, as proposed In 
tho bill introduced by Caine, delegate 
from that territory. The committee was 
addroseed by 0. W. Powers, represent- 
ing the Diberal party of Utah. The 
party, Powers said, was composed of 
Democrats and Republicans, who, for 
tha time being, had caat aside their na- 
tional political preferences and had 
joined bunds for the purpose of building 
up an American Btate in the mountains. 
It was because the Mormon people wore 
not honest and sincere that tho Liberal 
party opposed tho measure, the time not 
having come, in its opinion, for it. 


The silver question was broached 


again this morning and this time it was 
in hearing before the house committee 
on agriculture on the anti-options bill, 
which has deon under discausion by the 
committee for tho past two weeks. 


Charles A. Pillabury, a Minneapolis

Ono co-operative packing com' 
pany, two or three, can do comparatively 
little so long HH they work inde- 
pendent of each other, hut lot each com' 
panics combine under a general manage- 
ment and tho outlook is altogether differ- 
ent. It Is then that they will have 
weight, and that their demands for lower 
freight f.itiB will meet with success. Tho 
disposition of their crops will also bo in 
their hands more than it could otherwise 
be, and a steady improvement take place 
In the industry." 


Otbor factors that are hoped to improve 


matters are better distribution and lower 
prices. The latter, of course, depends 
upon tho obtaining of lower freight rates 
and the doing away with tho middle 
men.

A complaint waa filed in the county 


clerk's office late Thursday afternoon, 
says the San Francittco Chronicle, in an 
action by Valentine Gaitosdeu agaioit 
ihe Kings River Lumber company for 
^275,000 damages for breach of an al* 
eged contract, by which tho company 
was to eell its property and plant to the 
plaintiff for $2,000,000. 


Gadeadeu, in his complaint, alleges 


,hat some tima within the last two years 
the Kinga River company agreed to sell 
him its property for $2,000,000, but that 
although he was ready to perform his 
part of tho bargain, the defendant acted 
in bad faith by refusing to make any con- 
veyance of the psoperty, and falsely pre- 
tending that it bad Bold the property to 
other persons. He further alleges that 
the Kings River company, in anticipation 
of the present suit, within a few days 
previous to the filing of the complaint, 
made a pretended offer to convey the 
property in question tb tbe plaintiff while 
the latter was not prepared to receive it 
or pay for the same. By reason of these 
promises he avers that be has been dam- 
aged in the sum of $250,000, besides $25,- 
000 which he claims as expenses prop- 
erly and necessarily incurred by him 
upon the faith of the defendants in pre- 
paring to enter into possession and occu- 
pation of tho property.
